fabric advice We made this dress using two different fabrics. The first version was made 
using a soft sweater fabric and the other, with the print, is a French terry. 
H These fabrics are the best for this look, although the sweater fabric is slightly 
74 warmer and thicker than the French terry. If you're going to use 100% cotton, 
then it is best to wash your fabric first because cotton will shrink!

Draw a seam allowance of 1 cm all the way around 
the paper pattern pieces unless stated otherwise 
in the illustrations. The sides of the pattern pieces 
that lie on the fabric fold (—~}> ) do not have any 
seam allowance. 


Indicate important points on the outline of the 
pattern: 


e by making a nick where a vertical stripe (1) is 
e by cutting a notch out where a V notch ( V) is 


e cut a small corner out of pieces 6, 7, and 8, 
which lie on the fabric fold, to mark the middle 
of these pieces. 


Mark the places for the snaps (x) and the points 
of the corners of the pocket (©) using basting 
threads.

SELVEDGE 


First, lay the fabric open with the right side up 
to cut out the front (1), back (2), breast pocket 
(4), and neckline facing front (5). 


Then fold the fabric in half to cut out the 
other pieces. The neckline facing back (6), hem 
facing front (7), and hem facing back (8) lie on 
the fabric fold.

The method used to finish sewing the garment depends on the fabric used. The various pieces are 
sewn together each time with the right sides of the fabric matching exactly, unless stated otherwise.

Finish the raw edg- 
es together using an overlock stitch and press the seam 
allowance to the front. Overlock the other shoulder seams 
separately.

Now press the shaped facing of the left front piece towards 
the right side of the front piece at the V notches. The neckline 
facing will shift up at the same time. Repeat these steps for 
the right piece.

Pin and sew the necklines together. Cut out the seam 
allowance of the neckline.

Fold the neckline facing and the seam allowance out of the 
way and sew the facing into place at 2 mm from the seam 
through all the layers of fabric. Then fold the facing all the 
way over to the wrong side and push out the corners com- 
pletely.

2 Pin the front to the back with the fold line for the left shoul- 
e: der matching the nick in the back piece. Sew together at the 
NS armhole at 0.5 cm from the edge.

Pin and sew the sleeve (3) to the armhole with the nicks 
matching exactly. Finish the raw edges together using an 
overlock stitch. Press the seam towards the sleeve. 


Pin and sew the side and seam under the arms into place. 
Finish the raw edges together using an overlock stitch. Press 
the seam allowances to the front.

Roll the sleeve hem up towards the right side of the fabric 
at the V notches each time. Sew the turned hem into place in 
the sleeve seam (along the right side).

Pin and sew the side seams for the hem facing front (7) and 
hem facing back (8) together. Finish the raw edges together 
using an overlock stitch. Press seam allowance to the back. 
Overlock the top of the facing.

Pin into place and sew the bottom (the side that is not over- 
locked) from the facing to the hem, with the nicks matching 
exactly.

Fold the facing and the seam allowance out of the way and 
sew the facing into place at 2 mm from the seam through all 
the layers of fabric. 


Press the hem facing all the way over to the wrong side and 
sew it into place right next to the overlocked edge. 


Attach the snaps at the indicated places. 
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
